
Take-aways 
fined for 
hygiene 
offences

TWO restaurants have been 
fined after environmental 
health officers from Greenwich 
Council found mouse droppings 
in their kitchens. 

The Moza Indian Take-away in 
Trafalgar Road, Maze Hill, now 
trading as Spice and Grill, was 
prosecuted for 12 food hygiene 
offences on November 8 at 
Woolwich Magistrates’ Court. 

The Moza’s manager, Misbah Uddin 
Khan, was fined £2,100. 

The case followed a routine food 
hygiene inspection by an 
environmental health officer on 
November 26, who found the 
premises dirty and badly 
maintained. Mouse droppings 
were found on low-level shelves in 
the food preparation area, and 
there was evidence of potential 
cross-contamination between raw 
food and ready-to-eat food in the 
refrigerator. 

The take-away was ordered to close 
immediately because of the risk to 
customers’ health. A food hygiene 
improvement notice was served 
requiring systems to be put in 
place before it could reopen. But a 
follow-up visit two weeks later 
showed there was no improvement 
so the council went ahead with a 
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LATE last year, I 
was seriously 
considering 
committing some 
of my time to do 
voluntary work.

The Help You 
Home Project 
attracts 
volunteers as 
“buddies”, 
supporting older 
people when they 
are discharged 
from hospital.

Crime-fighting charity 
Crimestoppers has 
launched a campaign to 
crack down on counterfeit 
goods by highlighting their 
links to serious organised 


crime. 

With Christmas 
approaching and the effects 
of the recession still being 
felt, there could be a 
greater temptation to buy 
fake goods. 

The campaign covers fake 
DVDs, fake money, fake 
tobacco, fake fashion and 
the harm fake products can 
cause. Crimestoppers chair 
Lord Ashcroft said: “This is 


the first time 
Crimestoppers has 
launched such an initiative 
and I feel it is an invaluable 
one to educate the public, 
reduce the supply and 
demand of counterfeit 
goods and ultimately bring 
offenders to justice. 
“Christmas is a time when 
many are trying to find 
ways to reduce costs. I 
would urge the public not 


to be tempted to buy cheap 
fake goods. 

“They can fund serious 
crimes such as human 
trafficking.”

notice had not been 
compiled with. 

The Ambala restaurant 
and sweetshop in 
Plumstead High Street 
landed in court following 
a routine food hygiene 
inspection. Manager 
Omar Zahoor was found 
guilty of three food 


hygiene offences and 
fined £ 1 , 680 , including 
costs, by Woolwich 
magistrates. 

Officers found the 
premises in a dirty 
condition with mouse 
droppings in the kitchen, 
on shelves and even in 
sweets. Cllr Maureen 
O’Mara, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member 
for community safety and 


environment, said: “The 
vast majority of food 
businesses achieve good 
standards and are 
granted the council’s food 
hygiene award, but these 
businesses were some of 
the few that didn’t meet 
the required standards.”

England 
captain 
scores for 
first club

A FORMER Under 13 
player of amateur 
Eltham Town FC has 
returned to the club... as 
captain of England. 

Rio Ferdinand, also of 
Manchester United, 
launched a solar-panelled 
heating system at the club 
in Eltham and told 
starstruck youngsters: 
“Stay focussed if you want 
to be a footballer. 

“When I was your age my 
friends were telling me to 
chill out and hang around 
street corners but I told 
them: ‘I’m going to 
football!’ 

“This is where it all 
started for me. I played 
midfield and banged in 
loads of goals. I had a good 
coach here and went on to 
QPR and then to West Ham. 
So don’t be put off by girls 


or smoking or drinking!’’ 

Asked what it was like to 
lead out the England team, 
Rio said: “You can’t put it 
into words. If you could 
bottle the emotions you’d 
be a billionaire. 

“When I was here we 
didn’t have showers, we got 
changed in cars, so it’s 
great that the players of 
today will have hot water. 
The solar panel will also 
save power and money, 
which is important. I tell 
my two boys to always turn 
off their lights and 
computer games.” 

For Eltham Town 
chairman Gordon 

Baldwin, 15 years at the 
club, it had been a nerve- 
wracking week but, despite 
the persistent rain at The 
Oaks’ ground, it was also 
the start of a new era for 
the 64-year-old club. 

Gordon told GT: “We’ve 
been a sleeping giant in the 
local football world but 
now we’re in a position to 
go places. We’ve just got 
our Charter Standard so 
now we can apply for 
funding from places like 
the Football Foundation. 

“EON, the FA Cup 
sponsors, who provided the 
solar panel. They 


approached Rio as the 
ambassador for their 
nationwide green scheme. 
He agreed but insisted that 
Eltham Town were the 
first club to benefit from it, 
which was absolutely 
brilliant for us, a godsend. 

“The big solar panel, 
which they’re putting in 
next week, will feed all the 
new lighting we’ve got as 
well providing hot water. 
Greenwich Council have 
been brilliant as well, 
helping us as soon as we 
asked anything. It’s a real 
partnership.” 

The club’s senior team won 
the London Cup last season, 
the Underl8s won the Kent 
Cup and there are 31 other 
squads, including girls’ 
teams. “We’ve got three vets 
teams and we even run our 
own darts teams,” said 
Gordon. “We’ve become the 
Eltham Town family in the 
local community.” 

Cllr John Fahy, the 
council’s cabinet member 
for culture and the 
Olympics, attended the 
launch. He told GT: 
“Everything about today 
has been great. It was 
wonderful of Rio to insist 
that Eltham Town 
benefited from this scheme 


and it’s another part of the 
borough that’s joined the 
green agenda.”

As in my case recently, 
the electric was 
tripping now and again 
and I asked for an 
electrician to look into 
it. He came along and 
said there was too much 
electricity coming into 



the home for the size 
fuse put in when the 
house was rewired by 
the Decent Homes 
scheme five years ago!! 
After finding out what 
appliances might have 
been tripping he 
repeatedly switched 
on-off lights on my 
newly installed shower. 
He subsequently ran 
down the stairs, pushed 


the green piece of paper 
we have to sign and 
scuttled off. 

I went to clean out the 
bath - as he had to stand 
in the bath - to see that 
he had broken my new 
shower. 

His company 
contracted to 
Greenwich Council 
have washed their 
hands of it. 

I have had a shower in 
my home since 2008 and 
of course if I had 
broken it I wouldn’t 
expect the council to 
repair it but I’ve paid an 
electrician to do it out of 
my very basic pension, 
only to have it broken 
by an electrician 
employed by Greenwich 
Council.

War dead remen 

A SERIES of Remembrance Day ceremonies 
took place across the borough over the 
weekend, with a host of people taking the 
opportunity to pay their respects to the 
brave men and women who lost their lives 
while serving this country at war. 

They were organised by local branches of the 
Royal British Legion and took place at Plumstead 
and Woolwich, Charlton and Blackheath and 
Abbey Wood and Eltham. 

A two-minute silence was also held at Woolwich 
Town Hall at 11am on November 11. Greenwich 
Mayor Barbara Barwick was joined by councillors, 
religious leaders, veterans, members of the public 
and Greenwich Council staff. 

The Mayor told GT: “I was extremely pleased to 
be among so many people taking the opportunity 
to pay their respects to those that gave their lives 
for the peace and freedom we enjoy in this 
country today. Whether it was attending one of 
the ceremonies or just acknowledging the two- 
minute silence, the event is a rare moment when 
as a whole nation, with people from many 
cultures and other faiths, we can stand together, 
reflect on the price of freedom and honour the 
bravery and sacrifice of others.” 

• A LONE veteran laid a wreath at Woolwich’s 
Firepower museum on Monday, November 15. 

Sgt Alan Tizzard of the Westminster Dragoons 
and the Chairman of the National Service 
Veterans Alliance laid a wreath beneath the 
plaque on the wall of the main exhibits hall. 

The plaque marks the contribution of local 
people who helped to maintain world peace 
when they were conscripted into HM Armed 
Forces from the end of WW2 in 1945.

MANY families are still missing out 
on benefits and tax credits 
especially families with children 
who need extra help. 

A child may need more help due to a 
long-term illness or disability (including 
emotional and behavioural problems, 
mental health support needs, 
development delay or other learning 
difficulties). 

Greenwich Council wants to make sure 
that families with children with 
additional care needs are getting all the 


benefits and allowances they should and 
that they get advice about activities, 
services and childcare options available 
to them. 

Some children who need extra help can 
get a benefit called Disability Living 
Allowance. (DLA). People who get DLA 
for their child may also be able to get 
other linked benefits such as Carers 
Allowance or extra Child Tax Credit.

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Back from Afghanistan 


Locals learn skills

IT’s all clicking into place for 
residents who are learning new skills 
for the digital age. 

Dozens of local people have started 
courses at Greenwich Digital Skills - the 
new training centre which opened on the 
campus of Ravensbourne college last 
month. 

The skills centre is a joint initiative by 
Greenwich Council and Ravensbourne. It 
has been created to help local residents and 
businesses get into the digital and design 
industries and offers vocational training, 
enterprise courses, and courses in design 
and digital media. The centre is also 
making links with local schools so they can 
involve pupils with projects and use them 
as test audiences. 

The short courses are designed to give 
local people an introduction and help 
them develop the basic skills they need to 
get into the design and broadcast 
industries. 

They range from web design and graphic 
design to fashion illustration. There are 
also introductory courses in sound design, 
animation, video and film production. 

Courses are discounted to Greenwich 
residents and are available for as little as £1 
an hour for jobhunters or those on benefits. 

Builder David Miles has just started a 
six-week course in web design. The 33- 
year-old from Eltham said: “The building 
work is on and off and it’s quite hard 
physically. 

I used to do some graphic design for a 
living but I’ve been out of it for so long 
that it would be hard for me to get back 
into it.

Grant helps park friends 
care for wildlife

PARK Friends can encourage 
more feathered friends to 
their secluded gem of a space, 
thanks to a £500 grant from 
the Council’s ‘Greenwich 
Pride’ initiative. 

Devotees of St Alfege Park, 
down St Alfege Passage off 
Greenwich’s bustling town centre, 
have spent 18 months, helping 
borough maintenance staff to 
spruce up the wooded public 
grounds behind the parish 
church. 

Now they’ve spent their small 
grant on materials to make four 
bird-feeding stations and 20 
nesting-boxes. They’ve filled the 
feeders with fat-balls and seed 
mixture and they’re waiting to see 
what happens! 

Friends’ chairman Tim Delap, a 
retired businessman who now has 
eight grandchildren, first moved to 
the borough almost 40 years ago. 

He told GT: “We were delighted to 
receive the money, and we hope to 
encourage more small birds such as 
robins, wrens, blue tits, sparrows, 
and blackbirds to nest in the park 
and adopt it as their habitat. 

“Our aim is to increase the bio- 
diversity of our park, and our group 
has worked hard over the last three 
months to get the ‘small birds’ 
project up and running.” 

The Friends and their children 
and grandchildren have been 
busy bird-spotting during the 
summer and recording the data, 
so they can compare the 
“feathered friends” population by 
next Spring. 

Tim’s eight-year-old grandson, 
Jesse, who visits Greenwich 
regularly, told GT: “First, we 
divided the park into squares, 


and, when we looked at the top 
right-hand part, we recorded 
about six sparrows. We also saw a 
magpie close to the children’s 
playground. My brother, Callum, 
who’s aged four, saw six pigeons.” 

Lloyd Evans, aged five, a pupil at 
James Wolfe Primary School in 
nearby Randall Place, also enjoys 
the park with his family. 

Dad Bill, a lawyer, said: “We 
haven’t done any bird-monitoring 
yet, but we’ve come over and 
helped with some of the weeding. 

“We haven’t got much of a 
garden ourselves, and this park is 
becoming a real ‘family place’ for 
everyone.” 

Cllr Raj want Sidhu, the 
Council’s cabinet member for a 
Greener Greenwich, told the 


“Friends”: “This is a wonderful 
idea, and we are really proud of 
you. Thank you for working so 
hard at ‘ground-level’. 

“That’s what ‘Greener 

Greenwich’ is all about.” 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, his 
cabinet colleague for 

environment and community 
safety, came along too to give her 
support. 

She said: “St Alfege Park 
‘Friends’, like all the other similar 
groups across our borough, do 
invaluable work, keeping an eye 
on the parks and keeping them 
looking good.”

O NE of the UK’s 
first big 

comprehensive 
schools is getting a 
£50m makeover to 
turn it into a state-of-the- 
art campus for 1,800 
students. 

Leaders at Crown Woods 
school have been shaping the 
future vision of Crown 
Woods College for the last 
five years. 

It is being built on the site of 
the current 1,600-pupil comp 
in Riefield Road, Eltham, 
where the old buildings will 
be demolished to make way 
for the new sports-grounds. 

Headteacher Mike Murphy 
and his team have looked at 
similar blueprints from 
diverse locations as New 
York to Clacton on our own 
East coast, and the he told us: 
“Our remit was to be both 
radical and innovative. From 
next summer-term, we’ll be 
in four ‘home schools’ here 
on campus, each with its own 
separate garden and play 
area.” 

The school will return to its 
old house system with four 
houses called ‘Ashdown’, 
‘Delamere’, ‘Sherwood’ - plus 


‘Arden’ for its 450 post-16 
students. 

“We believe students will 
operate much more 
effectively in a small school 
where teachers will know 
each one of them extremely 
well, and where they will feel 
comfortable - so it’s not that 
huge, jarring change, coming 
from a relatively small 
primary school into a 
secondary school,” Mike 
explained. 

Each of the small schools 
will have its own headboy 
and headgirl and there will 
also be two top student-reps 
for the overall college, as well 
as the present quota of 
around 70 prefects. 

There will also be a new 
system of ‘tutor-prefects’ 
which will give students the 
option of going to each other 
for advice as well as to an 
adult. 

Current students have 
helped design a new uniform 
for the new college, which 
includes ties of different 
colours for each of the ‘home 
schools’ while the girls will 
have blouses in differing 
pastel-shades. 

The buzz has begun out in 
the community that Crown 


Woods College, Eltham, is 
going to be a great place to 
study from next summer, 
according to deputy headboy 
Diwas Bastola. 

Diwas, 15, told us: “It’s 
looking good! I’ve been going 
round, speaking to friends 
from other schools, and 
everyone seems to be hearing 
about it, because it will be so 
big. It seems like it will be a 
real ‘hot spot’.” 

Headgirl Nadine James, 16, 
admits Crown Woods seemed 
like a really big school after 
her experience at nearby 
Wyborne Primary School. 
But she told us: “It will be 
good in the new college, 
however, because teachers 
will know every pupil. It will 
also give us a still wider 
variety of options - and new 
ways to learn.” 

Isabel Hollingum, 15, who 
plays flute, guitar and some 
piano, is really looking 
forward to the new William 
Morris creative arts, design 
and construction suite. 
“We’re going to have two 
recording-studios,” she told 
GT. 

Oliver Riley, 13, is looking 
forward to the floodlit sports 
pitches and said: “Having 
floodlit pitches here means 
we can play longer after 
school.” 

Headboy Harry Skye, 15, 
likes the idea of the new 
sports complex, 

incorporating fitness science 
suites and classrooms, and 
also having the top-class 
facilities to attract athletes 
from all over the world in the 
run-up to London 2012. 

He said: “The Olympic 
athletes coming in, as well as 
the behind-the-scenes 

activities, like the 
physiotherapy and the 
sports-science, will 

encourage kids who are 
maybe not interested in 
‘sport’ to get involved.” 

Josh Bunce, 11, reckons 
Crown Woods School has 
already been a good choice 
for him. “I’m looking forward 
to doing PE, English and 
Science in the new blocks. I 
already enjoy doing practical 
science here in the labs.”

New sports 
facilities will 
be part of 
2012 legacy 

LIKE Crown Woods, the new-look Thomas 
Tallis School in Kidbrooke Park Road is 
due to open next year. 

The outside of the new buildings is already 
finished. Now builders have started fitting 
internal partitions and installing gas, 
water, electricity and computer-cables in 
the new buildings, and grass seed has 
been planted on the sports field to ensure 
the playing field is ready for use when the 
new school opens. 

Thomas Tallis is a Specialist Arts College 
with a strong focus on Creative and Media. 
The new school will be much bigger and 
there will be state-of-the-art multi-media, 
science and performance spaces. There 
will also be recording and TV-broadcast 
studios. An extra £6. 5m is going on 
enhanced sports facilities, which are 
funded by Greenwich Council and will be 
open to the local community. It’s part of 
the council’s overall initiative to encourage 
increasing numbers of local residents into 
health and fitness before and after 2012. 
Rob Thomas, the headteacher at Thomas 
Tallis, said: "We are committed to helping 
our students to achieve the highest 
standards, and are confident that the new 
school building will offer excellent 
facilities in which they can learn and 
develop.” 

ELTHAM Hill Technology College is also 
due to be completely transformed by the 
summer of 2013. Three-quarters of the 
campus will be new, and the rest will be in 
the refurbished original 1920s school. 

It means the technology college will be 
bigger and it will be able to take 150 post- 
16 students. There will also be a new 
sports pitch, landscaping and car parking. 
The first phase of building involves 
demolishing the existing buildings in the 
north east corner of the site to leave 
space for the new main school building 
and the new sports hall. Then the whole 
school will move into two new buildings, 
while the second phase, involving 
demolition work and refurbishment, gets 
underway. 

The present 1,200-pupil John Roan School 
is set to be partially rebuilt by the middle 
of the next decade. The scheme involves 
full rebuilding of the lower school in 
Westcombe Park Road and 
refurbishment/modernisation of the upper 
school at Maze Hill. It will include a new 
Designated Special Provision for 16 
students with Autistic Spectrum Disorder.

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the council must prioritise 

according to the law, particularly homeless people, 
and others with an urgent need to move for medical 
or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including 
those that are in priority bands A and B.

Raising the Titanic 


An exhibition of artefacts from the 
most famous shipwreck of all time is 
on display at The O2 until next year 



AFTER lying on the 
1 I I i seabed of the freezing 
^ 4 Atlantic for the best 
part of a century, 
artefacts from the 
most famous shipwreck of all time 
have gone on display in 
Greenwich. 

Titanic was the height of luxury 
when she set sail on her maiden 
voyage on April 10 1912, and was 
dubbed ‘unsinkable’ due to her 
state-of-the-art safety features. But 
just five days after weighing 
anchor at Southampton, the vessel 
was lying at the bottom of the 
ocean and over 1500 people were 
dead. 

The wreck was finally located in 
1985, and an interactive exhibition 
that’s on at The O 2 has hundreds 
of items which have since been 
brought to the surface. 

The most recent and ambitious 
mission to recover trinkets from 
the wreck was undertaken earlier 
this year, and the North 
Greenwich venue is the first 
globally to see images from the 
dive, alongside 14 never before 
seen artefacts. 

Much like the voyage itself, the 
tour starts in jovial mood, 
beginning with a brief history of 
the build and some of the objects 
that were used to load the ship, 
before moving to an space that’s 
home to a recreated first class 
cabin and the sounds of the string 
quartet that would ultimately 
soundtrack the tragic end. Despite 
having been below two-and-a-half 
miles of seawater for seventy 
years, the objects have survived 
incredibly well. Blue and white 
crockery from the ship’s dinner 
service looked good enough to eat 
off today, and a selection of 
perfume samples a salesman was 
taking to America remain with 
their scents intact. Each space is 
divided with different lights, 
sounds and even temperatures. 
Through to the second and third 
class quarters and the strains of 
Vivaldi’s Four Seasons are 
replaced with the oppressive 


throbbing of the ship’s huge 
engines. Still darker we go, out on 
to deck, to the bridge and the 
temperature drops dramatically 
before... “Iceberg - right ahead!” 
Each exhibit is prefaced with 
extensive information boards, and 
the numbers are staggering: First 
class passengers paid up to £6,500 
in today’s money for the ill-fated 
crossing, (extra for using the gym 
and squash courts, of course), 
while 6,000 tonnes of coal was 
carried for Titanic’s 157 furnaces, 
with 1.5kgs of the black stuff 
burned for every metre travelled. 
RMS Titanic was responsible for 
collecting the exhibits which have 
been on a worldwide tour for over 
a decade, and is the only 
organisation legally allowed to 
take items from the wreck. 

Cheryl Mure from the company 
said: “Over the past 15 years more 
than 22million people have seen 
the exhibition. On that unexpected 
night in 1912, more than 1,500 
passengers met the same fate no 
matter their class or place in 
society - a shocking ending to what 
was a joyous journey.” 

In fact, what is often overlooked - 
and what the list of names of 
survivors and victims at the 
exhibition’s end shows - is that it 
wasn’t just passengers who died, 
nearly half of those who lost their 
lives were the crew: 701 perished 
compared to the 209 who made it 
on to the lifeboats. And the 
passengers didn’t make it out in 
proportion to their numbers either. 
While nearly two thirds of first 
classers made it out unscathed, 
under half the second class 
survived and more than 500 of the 
700 third class passengers 
succumbed to the freezing waters. 
But will YOU make it out dead or 
alive? Upon entry each visitor is 
given a boarding pass and a name, 
and at the end will discover the 
fate of the person on the card.

Beginning 
to manage 

IMAGINE how you’d feel if one 
of your most private emails 
leaked onto the internet and 
made national news. No one 
knows how that feels more than 
columnist and TV presenter Giles 
Coren. 

After a joke was edited out of his 
column, Giles took to his computer 
and fired off an expletive ridden email 
to the offending sub-editor. The email 
was subsequently leaked online, 
became a national talking point, and 
made Coren a contender for the 
dubious title of Britain’s Angriest Man. 
Instead of cowering in shame, Giles 
capitalised on the attention, boosted 
his profile and has now found a more 
productive outlet for his ire in his 
book, Anger Management for 
Beginners. 

Essentially a compilation of his 
columns for the Times and GQ 
Magazine, it becomes clear that there 
is a whole hive of bees in Mr Coren’s 
bonnet: Estate agents, footballers, 
barcodes, music, wheelie luggage, 
vegetarianism all go through the 
wringer. In fact, it would probably be 
easier to make a list of the things that 
don’t get up his nose. Fortunately, the 
writer is at his most humorous when 
he’s riled, especially when cornered on 
the subject of tubby chaps (“The 
annual cost of human fatness to the 
NHS is estimated at £1 billion a year. 
One billion pounds! That’s an awful lot 
of Toblerones,’’ he rails) and the snow 
in Norway. 

“What happens in Oslo is that all 
winter long the lazy.. .dog-owners, who 
can’t be bothered to bend down and 
clean up on a cold morning. ..just let 
the dogs squeeze out their worst, 
knowing that in minutes the evidence 
will have been covered by fresh snow,” 
he writes, “And then the thaw comes. 
All at once, the snow melts, and there, 
at your feet, is eight months of dog 
poo, perfectly preserved and ready to 
crack out its baby fresh whiff at the 
first sight of sunshine. As if one giant 
dog the size of Texas had decided to 
squat over Oslo and unload its 
breakfast.” 

Cutting, cynical and caustically funny, 
Anger Management for Beginners is 
an alternative guide to modern life 
from the pen of someone who says it 
like it is. But be warned, Coren doesn’t 
pull his punches and can often be 
brutal in his opinions. The best bet for 
readers might be to dip into the book 
little and often for a quick fix of 
Coren’s unique brand of acerbic wit, 
because 240 pages of grumpiness is a 
lot to handle at once. That said, 
everyone has a Giles in their group; a 
friend who struggles to keep their 
disdain for many aspects of modern 
life to themselves. And after nodding 
and harrumphing my way through 
much of this thought-provoking book, 
it has become worryingly clear to me 
that that person in my friendship 
group is... me.

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A day in the life 

Another dark ’ n ’ dreary M/ke Leigh film takes the 
plaudits. Cheery, feelgood romp it is not, writes 
Dick Morgan 



ANOTHER 
Year. Another 
4 Mike Leigh film. 
Another raft of 
irritatingly, 
extravagantly 
positive film reviews. 
“Wonderful” proclaimed The 
Times, “Deeply 
compassionate”, lauded The 
Guardian, “Unmissable” said 
the News of The World. Not 
one of these gushers seemed to 
notice that the point of cinema 
is to escape from - albeit 
briefly, the brutal realities of 
everyday life, not to have them 
rammed down our throats. 
Happily married middle-aged 
couple, Tom (Jim Broadbent) 
and Gerri (Ruth Sheen) are 
deeply content. They are 
friends, they are partners, they 
are soul mates. Satisfied in 


their work - he 
a geologist, she a counsellor - 
they share a mutual passion, a 
small allotment where, as the 
seasons slowly pass, they grow 
vegetables and fruit. Into this 
idyllic setting stumble a series 
of friends and family, each 
soul more damaged than the 
last. First is their son Joe 
(Oliver Maltman), unmarried 
at 27, 30 and wistfully 
melancholy, next Tom’s friend 
Ken (Peter Wight), desperately 
lonely and hiding away in an 
alcohol-induced stupor. And 
then there is Mary (Lesley 
Manville). 

Mary is the crux on which the 
film hangs: her arrivals are its 
chapters; her mood swing its 
tone; her slow but relentless 
decline into decay and despair 
its very heart. Manville bears 
this responsibility with 


remarkable 

insouciance, beautifully 
capturing the full range of 
emotions from hope to despair, 
introspection to anger. Failure 
follows failure - her marriage, 
her boyfriends, even her new 
car. Small and red she is 
thrilled at the symbol of 
freedom, taking charge of her 
life. But before long it is sold, 
tired and worn out, like her, 
without hope. The dark mood 
is relentless but Leigh darkens 
its further, this time with a 
funeral - Tom’s sister in law. 
Cold, stark and uncomfortable 
it is emotionally violent as the 
dead mother’s son bursts into 
the service with obscenities 
and accusations. 

The darkness is briefly lifted 
by outstanding performances; 
Manville exceeds all 
expectations, rising to the 
challenge and dominant 


throughout. 

Broadbent and Sheen are the 
perfect foil, totally relaxed, 
their ease and comfort in stark 
contrast to Manville ’s nervous 
agitation, their full and busy 
lives a poignant reminder of 
her own empty life, while their 
knowing, self-satisfied glances 
a contrast to her search for 
who she is. Beautiful cameos 
from Wight, Maltman and 
Imelda Staunton in a powerful 
but tone-setting opening scene 
complete the canvas which 
Leigh paints with such care. 
But make no mistake: this is 
dark, this is hard, this is life. 

Verdict: 

Depressingly powerful, 
overwhelmingly dark but 
beautifully observed. 6/10

Born to boogie at 80s night 

A monthly club night at The lndigo2 revives the 1980s 


THERE may have been a dozen 
30somethings in the queue for the 
latest instalment of Ultimate 
Boogie Night at the lndigo2, but 
the audience on November 12 were mainly 
40somethings - children of the 60s who 
tuned into the sweet sounds of soul as 
teens during the 1980s. 

I jumped at the chance to see three of the 
best from my teenage years - GQ, Change 
and Brass Construction, bands that 
obviously appealed to others as it was a full 
house despite the drizzly, chilly Friday 
night. 

First on was Rahiem LeBlanc of GQ who had 
the unenviable task of warming up the 
audience. The crowd was still trailing in 
after he’d started his set but the familiar 
opening chords of hits like ‘Make My 
Dreams A Reality’ and ‘Standing Ovation’ 
soon had the audience’s full attention and 
there were ‘ooohs’ and ‘ahhs’ as we joined 
in. Rahiem’s vocals were as clear and crisp 
as ever and he combed every inch of the 


stage as he boogied with his guitar holding 
our interest with amusing observations, 
recollections of past concerts and his dance 
moves. 

I was particularly looking forward to seeing 
Change - one of my personal favourites 
from my college days. The group had 
produced a series of catchy soul/pop tunes 
which were played over and over again at 
our many college socials. 

Inevitably, the soulful vocals of Luther 
Vandross were missing, and although the 
two original band members on stage did 
their best, the performance was a little 
disappointing. 

The session band rattled through a medley 
of Change hits - ‘The Glow of Love’, ‘Change 
of Heart’ and the haunting ‘Searching’ 
which got us all on our feet. But much of it 
smacked of a tribute band and the female 
lead vocal was simply lacking - turning the 
mic up made no difference. 

The grumblings of the people behind me 
revealed they were somewhat dissatisfied 


too, but they soon cheered up as our 
headline act strolled onto the stage. The 
songwriter/arranger/producer Randy 
Muller of Brass Construction fame finally 
got the party started with a pumping funky 
bassline. The infectious beat simply willed 
you to dance and it was punctuated with 
blasts of sax and trumpet from a four-man 
brass section, which underlined the 
intensity and beauty of live music. 

There was a heightened sense of intimacy 
when Randy slowed it down with a breathy 
flute tribute to Michael Jackson. The 
classically-trained musician tailed it off 
between swigs of water with tuneful huffs 
across the top of his Evian bottle. 

The gig brought back memories of the many 
wonderful concerts I saw at the 
Hammersmith Odeon back in the day, and 
the after concert party continued the theme 
with more 80s anthems. But it was all too 
much for this 40something and I was 
hankering for a cuppa and my duvet by 1am.

A new interpretation of Bram Stoker’s 

Dracula is on at Greenwich Playhouse 

until next month, writes Alex James 


THE supernatural is far removed from 
21st century life, particularly for those of 
us reluctant to indulge in the fantasy 
realm of the Hogwart's Express and the 
formulaic Hollywood movie format. 

So how does Bram Stoker's Dracula, a 
psychological thriller containing a horror 
that resonated with the Victorians (one 
that went on to inspired countless films, 
parodies and productions), make an 
impact on today's audience one hundred 
years after its publication? 

The popularisation of Dracula and other 
vampire flicks have no doubt desensitised 
the public from the vampire: he is 
archaic, lost among the metropolis, a 
forgotten relic - zombies are the new 
wave of undead celebrity. 

There is little mystery in the plot these 
days, even for younger generations who 
have been fed on fast action, junk food 
vampire films like Van Helsing, Buffy The 
Vampire Slayer and From Dusk Til Dawn. 
But Bram Stoker's Dracula is the Foie 
gras of vampire tales. The novel explores 
the themes of Victorian morality, female 
sexuality, postcolonialism and insanity. 

Liz Lochhead's stage adaptation manages 
to fit all of these motifs into a condensed 
yet rich offering of the storyline. Sell A 
Door Theatre Company's David 
Hutchinson is the latest director to be 
handed the reins. 

The traditional setting and period 
costumes are kept loyal to the early 
adaptations on at the Lyceum Theatre 


during Stoker's lifetime. Sexuality is a 
prominent theme throughout the 
performance. The main love interests - 
sisters Lucy and Mina, played by 
heartthrobs Daisy Burns and Laura 
Blackmore, exude eroticism, vigour and 
confidence in their movements. At times 
it's a little more Madonna than romantic 
infatuation but that's partly the point. 
Uncannily, the role of Count Dracula - the 
character that the audience have paid to 
see, seems not to exist. Or if so, it is in a 
weak form. Louis J. Parker puts on 
everything from exceedingly flamboyant 
gestures to aggressive mood swings and 
a Slavic accent, but the vampire inside 
never comes knocking. Losing a main 
attraction like this is a huge blow and it 
falls upon the performances of the other 
characters to revive the story. Kieran 
Hennigan as Renfield, a disturbed mental 
asylum patient, forges a leading role 
through his performance as a psychotic, 
erratic and excitable lunatic. 

Renfield has a powerfully disturbing on- 
stage aura, handing to the audience a 
character to watch and enjoy as he 
describes his delusions about consuming 
the life out of flies and birds. Lochhead is 
very aware of women from the working 
classes in her adaptation, and pays 
particular attention to the details 
surrounding their lives. 

A terrific Sophie Holland, as Florrie 
Heathersage (a character invented by 
Lochhead), plays a house servant who

herself pregnant - 
with her estranged fiance 
unlikely to return - adding a 
tragic human twist, whilst Louise Ann 
Munro as The Nurse delivers a pragmatic 
approach to the surrounding chaos until 
we see her character slowly become 
more and more insane. By the end it is 
impossible to differentiate between the 
insanity of Renfield and the sanity of the 
doctors and nurses who have all become 
driven by hysteria. The remainder of the 
cast - Matthew Grace as Jonathan Harker, 
Ellis J. Wells as Arthur Seward and 
Alexander Pritchett as Van Helsing, all 
deserve mention, albeit that they went out 
rather tamely. The production proves, at 
least, that Dracula is a perpetual entity as 
a cultural phenomenon. As a character 
once played by giants such as Bela Lugosi 
and Christopher Lee however, we are still 
awaiting the next heir to the throne.

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Chip and pin for dogs 


DOG-OWNERS across the borough 
can now get their pets identified 
with a micro-chip for a maximum of 
£7.50p, thanks to a new link-up 
between Greenwich Council and 
some local vets. 

It’s the law that all dogs in a public place 
must wear a collar with the owner’s 
details on it. 

Now, in a bid to further reduce the 
number of strays in the borough, the 
Dogs Trust have paid for 400 chips that 
will be available to local dog owners who 
can them inserted by local vets for a fee of 
up to £7.50. The new scheme, designed to 
give dog owners greater peace of mind, 
has been endorsed by Greenwich Council. 
Vets will implant the micro-chip just 
under the skin on the back of the pet’s 
neck, giving full details of ownership. 

Once the dog has been chipped, it is 
important that owners keep all their 
details up to date so they can be traced 
easily if their pet goes missing. 

The following vets have agreed to be in 
the scheme. They'll also give your dog a 


brief health-check and, if appropriate, 
advise you about vaccination boosters or 
flea control.

A FLASH of Kyel Reid’s

productive campaign inside John 
Sullivan’s right post. 

The lead lasted just five minutes, 
until Gary Doherty’s poor clearing 
header was picked up and transferred 
to Andrew Williams, who made useful 
ground before driving low beyond Rob 
Elliot’s desperate, full-length effort to 
save. With the penny dropping that 
Charlton had a fight on their hands, 
they responded admirably with a 
cracking goal before the half hour.

THE upshot of this unjust defeat plunged 
Yeovil Town to the bottom of League One.
